Mr., Shevlin 
gave liquor men thirty days to get rid 
of their signs. As the time will be up 
‘tonight, it Was said by prohibition 
‘agents thas action would .be started 
tomorfow morning’ to enforce:'the law. 

Praétically all the saloons, it was said, 
already had obliterated such parts of 
their signs as indicated that the place 
had been vending spirituous liquors or 
beer, but there are ‘saloonkeepers here 
and there over the city who have not 
made any effort to comply with the 


law. . It is satd that the usual procedure 


in these places has been to put a piece 
of black cloth over the word ‘ beer’’ on 
the: big bilt signs which adorn the front 
of many saléons. This leaves the name 
of the brewér and also lets one know 
whéther the place formerly sold ‘‘ extra ’’ 
or some other brand. 

n- some cases, prohibition agents said, 
the gilt letters of the word “ beer’”’ 
have: been.removed, but the spot’ where 
the letters were spellei ‘beer’ as 
plainly as: before. This will not 
sufficé, Mr. Shevlin has informed the 
-saloonkeepers. He says the “ beer ’’ 
part of the sign must be obliterated. 

The law is that all signs -relating to 
the sale or manufacture of liquors con- 
taining more-than one-half of 1 per 
cent. of alcohol must be. removed from 
thé premises. “The penalty ‘provided 
for inffaction of the law was given as 
- follows: ‘' First: offense not-:more than 

fine; second offense not less than 

100, . or “more. than ,000,..and to be 
imprisoned not moré an ninety days. 
For any subsequent offense not less 
than $500 fine and to: be 
not less than three months or more 
than two years.’

A WORLD COURT. 


Weakened by the absence of America, 
buffeted on this side and that by a.hun- 
dred agencies of disorder and protago- 
nists of dissatisfaction, the League of Na- 
tions is yet beginning. It cannot soon 
become what its supporters hoped a year 
ago it would be, but it is beginning. In 
that fact alone there is much hope, for 
the nations will find after a time that 
working together has some advantages, 
practical and moral. 

Of the various matters of business be- 
fore the Council of the League at its 
meeting in London, the most important 
was the appointment of a committee to 
‘make plans for the Permanent Court of 
International Justice provided in Article 
XIV: of the League covenant—a court 
which shall be “competent to hear and 
“determine any dispute of an interna- 
“tional character which the parties 
“thereto submit to it.” There is nothing 
compulsory about this, but a court so 
established will have an authority such 
as no Hague Tribunal ever possessed. It 
will furthermore be competent to give an 
advisory opinion on any question referred 
to it by the Council or Assembly. 

Such eminent. jurists and statesmen as 
Lord PuHmumore of England, Sefior 
Draco. of the Argentine Republic, Baron 
DESCHAMPS of Belgium, are on the list, 
which includes representatives besides of 
France, Italy, Japan, Norway, Holland, 
Serbia, Spain and Brazil. It also in- 
cludes Mr. Exiny Root, whom this Gov- 
ernment would have made its own 
nominee to the committee if the Treaty 
had: been ratified by the Senate, but who 
in default of this ratification receives 
that honor—which honors ‘the committee 
as well as Mr. Roor—from the hands of 
foreigners. Let us hope that this offer 
from Europe will not too greatly infuri- 
ate the enemies of the Treaty, and that 
Senator Reep will not get out a writ of 
ne exeat to prevent Mr. Roor from going 
to Geneva, or London, or wherever the 
committee may meet to establish what 
may prove to be one of the most impor- 
tant and jnfluential organs of the asso- 
ciated nations.

NOT A QUESTION OF ART. 
American literature has always had its 
troubles with those who claim for them- 


| selves the title of “the moral element,” 


and every few years it has to defend 
itself against a really serious attack. 
One of these is now impending; a crim- 
inal court in this city will presently. de- 
cide a case which has aroused very gen- 
eral interest among writers and among 
such readers as are unwilling to accept 
the ideas of the Society for the Suppres- 
sion of Vice as to the sort of reading 
which may be permitted to the American 
people. That society has done much 
good. It has rendered valuable service 
in the abating of the publication of books 
qnd pictures which were issued for no 
other reason than their indecency; 
though evidence that it could still keep 
itself busy in this' sort of work is ap- 
parent. If Mr. SuMNeER, like his prede- 
cessor, Mr. COMSTOCK, occasionally sighs 
for more worlds to conquer, it betrays a 
somewhat exaggerated idea of the com- 
pleteness of the society’s victory in the 
field for which it was originally intended 
and in which its real work has been done. 

Mr. SuMNER’s recent and perhaps 
somewhat factitious success in. the prose- 
cution of a book of negligible. artistic 
value seems to have encouraged him to 
attack a book whose artistic value, while 
perhaps not so enormous:-as some of its 
enthusiastic defenders would have us be- 
lieve, is still, by the agreement of most 
critics the country over, very consider- 
able. The suppression of the book in 
question would be an actual loss to Amer- 
ican letters, and would be still more un- 
fortunate in the limitations which it 
would place about American writers in 
future. But most of the artists» who 
have come to its defense seem to mis- 
understand the issue. So far as a lay- 
man can understand the law and its 


‘interpretations, art has nothing to do 


with it. 

By Section 1,141 of the State Penal 
Law it is a misdemeanor to sell, lend or 
give away “ any obscene, lewd, lascivious, 
filthy, indecent or disgusting book,” or 
magazine, or newspaper, or picture. The 
wording of the-Federal Code, which pro- 
vides a much heavier penalty for send- 
ing such objects through the mails, is 
similar. The interpretation of the law 
which seems to be regularly followed in 
such cases prescribes that 

The test of obscenity within the 
meaning of the statute is whether the 
tendency of the matter charged as ob- 
scene is to deprave and corrupt the. 
morals of those whose minds are open 
to such immoral influences, and into 
whose hands a publication of this sort 
may fall. 

. It is a question of morals, not of art; 
and there is no ground for the heretical 
opinion that a great work of art can 
hardly have a demoralizing influence; it 
has been held in the courts of this, State 
that 

It would be no answer to an indict- 
ment for the sale of an obscene’ pic- 
ture that it was sold to a person not 
liable to be injured by it, or that it 
was a picture, in respect to execution, 
of distinguished merit. 

Anything, whether a work of art or 
not, that is regarded as likely ‘> “ de- 
prave and corrupt the morals ” of any- 
body is obnoxious to the statute. “As a 
Federal Judge said to the jury in a case 
tried here some Six years ago: 


It is not a question whether the 
book would tend to corrupt the morals 
of any ohe of you, or of the court 
or of counsel, but whether it might be 
injurious to the morals of any person. 

- In that case the court refused to allow 
some distinguished literary critics and 


} authorities on the subject treated to give 


expert testimony as to the effect of the 
book in question, holding that this was 
@ matter of fact to-be determined’ by the 
jury. Literary critics are nowhere held 
in any too great esteem, but it appears 
to have been a shock to some of them to 
find that any twelve men chosen from 
the general public were supposed to know - 
more about the character and effect of a 
book than experts whose lives had been, 
spent in literary studies. 

It has further been held that the char- 
acter of a book declared to be objection- 
able cannot be determined by the purpose 
of the author in writing it. It is purely. 
a question of the supposed effect, and

EDISON. THE WORKER. 

THomas A. EDISON, a grand young 
workingman, says he is glad at 73 years 
that the eight-hour day was not invented 
when he began work, and that no agi- 
tator ever convinced him that it was un- 
fair to his fellow-workers to do the best 
he could for himself and those who paid 
him for his work. Americans were 
not proud of shirking fifty \yéars ago, 
and the reason the United States has 
come to @ great place among nations is 
that old-fashioned workers were not 
fearful lest they should earn more than 
they were paid. He hates to see the more 
competent shackle their abilities by or- 
ganization which compels them to slow 
down to the shirker’s pace. His reason 
is that the standard day and the stand- 
ard wage and the standard stint tend to 
create vocational classés from which it is 
difficult for the workers to rise. He 
favors organization to protect the work- 
ers against exploitation, and unions of 
the sort which he describes, unions which 
shall develop the capacity of the workers 
and train them to become bosses. Then 
unionism will be one of the world’s great- 
est forces in social progress, and labor 
and capital will understand each other 
better. He understands that labor lead- 
ers must conform their action to the col- 
lective intelligence of their followers, but 
he would like to see some labor djeader 
raise ‘the better workers to still better ac- 
complishments, rather than drag them 
down to the lower level. 

These ideas are worth thinking about 
just now when labor itself is beginning 
to see that more pay and shorter hours 
are not satisfactory even to itself. 
Now is the time for the workers to see 


that their betterment in life depends on . 
themselves more than on’ their ~unions, 


and that the doctrine of slow work and 
limited production, as the means to raise 
wages by making jobs, is a mistake and 
an injury to the community. There is 
no question that wages have been raised 
to such an extent that they have lessened 
work by lessening the necessity of work- 
ing to live. More pay for more work 
and more product has not been objected 
to by employers, but they have hated to 
see their. works made idle because the 
workers could afford to lay off, or were 
compelled to lay off because that was the 
union. policy. Even so conservative a 
leader as the late Mr. MiTcHELi said 
that he would never be ‘satisfied by any 
gain for labor, but that on the morrow 
of any strike he would prepare for fur- 
ther demands. Even Mr. Gompmrs, an- 
other conservative labor leader,‘has re- 
cently announced the same sosoers in these 
words: 


There is a widespread belief that 


wages should be fixed-on @ cost of liv- 
ing basis. This idea is pernicious and 
intolerable. It means putting prog- 
ress in chaing and liberty in fetters.. 
It means fixing a standard of living 
and a standard of life and liberty, 
which must remain fixed. America's 
workers cannot accept that proposi- 
tion. 


Thus Ehson and Gompnrs arrive at

should be no conflict, and would not be 
if the unions would discipline their ex- 
tremists, and not. surrender to the 
“borers from within,” whose aim is dom- 
ination rather than economic justice or 
common welfare. There is\no dema:d 
for sacrifices. No man should be under- 
paid, but production should be propor- 


| tioned to pay, and not decrease with in- 


crease of wages. 








MAGISTRATE FIELDING. 

Who has not read Gmpon’s prophecy 
that “‘Tom Jones,’ that exquisite pic- 
“ture of human manners, will survive the 
“ palace of the Escurial and the imperial 
“eagle of the House of Austria”? How 
many people it has turned to the absorb- 
ing studies of human nature in Fre.p- 


ING’s novels that, in the judgment of the 


author, introduced a new fiction the 
secret of which he had discovered with- 
out premeditation. GmsBON’s famous 
passage was quoted on both sides of the 
Atlantic when “the imperial eagle of 
the House of Austria.” was brought mor- 
tally wounded to the ground. Half of 
the prophecy had proved true. No ad- 
mirer of HENRY FIELDING but dwells upon 
it with satisfaction, but how many 
| readers of his animated pages remember 
that for five years the novelist was an 
active Police Magistrate, or know. any- 
thing about this phase of his career if 
they recall the fact of his appointment 
when he had fallen upon lean days and 
his health had‘ failed? In the National 
Review H. C. Biron has gleaned the cir- 
cumstances .of FiIELDING’s ‘ magistracy, 
probably leaving nothing more to be said 
about it. 

The position of a London Police Judge 


was hardly reputable. It was generally 
sought as a sinecure, and mainly the in- 
come came from fees—the more cases the 
greater the share of the bench. A 
“trading Magistrate” whose principles 
were lax might derive £1,000 4 year from 
the office.  Fie.piNe’s predecessor is said: 
to have been as successful. But the 


novelist, who was necessitous when a- 


patron obtained the place for him, had 
not forgotten all the law he had brought 
“together in two stout volumes in. his 
youth, and he entered upon his duties 
with a zeal not to be expected of a man 
of genius who had lived improvidently 
and was in broken health. He would not 
be a “ trading Magistrate”; he would 
not compromise with vice; he refused to 
be intimidated by the league of thugs 


who had mocked justice and flouted the’ 


police; and, like one of New York’s Dis- 
trict Attorneys, he was not above leading 
a raid upon a den of ‘law-breakers. 
“ Amelia” was written after FIELDING 
took his seat upon the bench. In that 
book he describes the watchmen who 
patrolled the ill-lighted thoroughfares of 
London at that time: 

Having to guard our streets by 
night from thieves and robbers, they 
are chosen out of: those poor, old, de- 
crepit people who are, from their 
want of bodily strength, rendered in- 
capable of getting a livelihood by 
work. These men, armed only with 
a pole, which some of them are scarce- 
ly able to lift, are to secure the per- 
sons and houses of his Majesty’s sub- 
jects from the attacks of gangs of 
, Young, bold, stout, desperate and well- 

* armed villains. 

In the great city, which whéady had 
almost: a million inhabitants, robbers 
swarmed and thrived. In the dark hours 
prudent citizens kept off the streets and 
looked to the defense of their homes. 
Jonathan Wilds were only too common in 
London. Instead of calling upon the 
police to recover stolen property, it was 
the custom of the despoiled to advertise 
that a reward would be given and no 
questions asked if it were returned. 
Human nature has not changed since 
that day when Magistrate FIELDING 
warred upon criminals and encouraged 
citizens to apply to him when they had 
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Henry Fievpine proved himself 
former as well as a Police Maglatrete. 
He published an illuminating book, 
cated to Lord. Harpwicke (Lord Chan- 
cellor), upon crime in London, with pro-' 
posals for the relief of ‘the poor in the 
slums and reform of prison life. 
drafted a bill for the “ better prevention 
of street robberies.” He urged legisla- 
tion to prohibit the “no questions asked ” 
advertisement, for the regulation of

* international co-operation "’ and to the 
achievement ** of international peace and 
security.” An -essential part of the 
trdaty relates to the new boundaries of 
Buropean nations, old and new; and 
-it is obvious that the fruits of the mili- 
tary-victory won by the allied and asso- 
ciated powers will not be reaped unless 
these boundaries are substantially pre- 
served. The objects for which America 
made her:sacrifices of men and treasure 
will not be attained unless Alsace-Lor- 
raine goes back to France, Poland is re- 
constructed, and Italia irredenta is re- 
stored to the Kingdom of Italy. Still the 
freedom of &ction of the United States is 
not threatened; the Council can only ad- 
vise the co-operating natfons what to do. 


The obstructing Senators are appalled 
at the possible cost to America of this 
obligation to maintain these new boun- 
daries,-a cost—they think—which might 
be determined by the Council and not by 
the Government of the United States. 
They declare that neither the Assembly 
nor the. Council should be allowed to say 
whether ‘or not the United Stateshad 
fulfiied all its obligations when it 
‘wishes to withdraw from the League, 
‘or to determine the contribution the 
United_Statés should’ make to the pres- 
ervation of the new national boundaries 
which the treaty creates.

dollars can be taken from New York to 
buy anywhere whatever the world wants 
and cannot buy here. In one day last 
week $17,500,000 was sent from~< the 
( United States to Argentina, which is 
\ willing to take dollars now, although or- 
dinarily Argentina prefers pounds. 
More correctly speaking, Argentina 
prefers neither dollars, nor pounds, nor 
any other particular currency, but wants 
its bills paid, and the United Sta’ 
owes Argentina, having. bought the 
more than it sold\ there. In just that 
manner all countries which buy or sell 
outside themselves want the balances 
due them in their own currencies. The 
old notion was that the balances were 
wanted in gold because gold was wealth 
in itself, but that theory has been ex- 
ploded. The nalance of a nation’s trade 
represents profits, and the only way to 
reduce profits to possession is to bring 
them home. Argentina would be com- 
pelled to take its own currency if we 
could supply it. but, having no way to 
get Argentine currency, we send gold. 
Thav brings out the point that there is 
no international money. When gold is 
sent from one nation to au-“‘er it goes 
as bullion, as a commodity, not as cur- 
’ yency. It is universally acceptable, be- 
cause gold will buy anything anywhere, 
but it is. not international currency of 
legal tender. 
How does it happen that there is no 
: ional money when every year- 
there are scores_of billions of interna- 
tional trade? Why is the lack of an in- 
ternational. money more grievous this 
year than in other years?, The reason is 
that world trade is on a commodity 
basis rather than a currency basis or 
even a gold basis. It is customary to 
speak and think of the exchanges of cur- 
rencies, although the fact is that the ex- 
changes are of goods. Nations are not 
traders, although the world war has pro- 
duced among its many marvels some 
‘eases in which nations have traded di- 
> yéetly with each other in a mafiner con- 


. 


profits, but the business wili not be done 
with the bills of exchange (or checks) of 
the buyer of either commodity. Each will 
pay with the bills of entire strangers, and 
their own bills of exchange will pay other 
traders’ debts. Money will in normal 
times seldom cross the ocean, not in a 
tithe or 1 per cent. of cases. Those not 
familiar with the well-settled customs 
and wonderfully refined methods of for- 
eign exchange may well be puzzled that 
buyers and sellers do not pay their own 
bills and that each receives payment 
through banks, but really from strangers 


-who owe them nothing. If any one were 


to suggest such a method as a new propo- 
sition it would be rejected as unworkable 
or even as insulting to intelligence. 
Nevertheless, that is the way of the 
world, and on the whole it works very 
well. 

‘The object is to send the goods abroad 
and to get ‘the payment home. Ameri- 
cans may sell to Englishmen and sell in 
sterling pounds, but. they want dollars 
for their costs and profits because their 
accounts are in dollars. Thé reverse is 
just as true of British sales to America 
and of any country’s sales to any other 


* 


‘\ 
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country. Books are kept in domestic cur- 
rencies and there is no international cur- 
rency or money of account. It makes no 
difference that foreign trade is usually 
on credit and for a longer maturity than 
is customary in domestic trade: All that 
is arranged through banks of discount. 


“It is their business to turn future debts 


into present cash for a banker’s profit 
which is fairly earned. 

Last week there were cabled here pro- 
tests at the profiteering implied in the 
discounts mentioned above, as though 
American traders or bankers profited by 
the. discount on the British currency or 
the premium on gold. That is nonsense. 
If our hankers were making money like 
that they would not have suspended busi- 
ness ‘as they did at times, refusing to 


the assistance of the bank, although both 
are strangers to each other or perhaps to 
the bank. The American sellers in pounds 
to British buyers want dollars. The Brit- 
ish buyers in pounds-must pay. doilars. 
One hand washes the other. The bankers 
are merely honest brokers: bringing 
strangers together to do services to other 
strangers,-for the entire business is im- 
personal and without a trace of nation- 
ality, despite the national pride in. cur- 
rency and obstinate loyalty. to incon- 
venient forms of it. 

There are several reasons why this sys- 
tem has broken down. It never before 
has happened that there was such an ac- 
cumulation on the same side of the ocean 
of such eager demand for everything, 
and on the other side of the ocean such

Usually there is an ap- 
proach to balance of wants and credits, of 
buyers and sellers’ checks. Under such 
normal conditions there is a free move- 
ment of gold to even the balances when 
they are uneven. Now the trade is un- 
balanced by billions, and there is little 
gold free except here to move. There is 
no question which is the world’s primary 
market for both money and goods just 
now. But our primacy is ‘troublesome. 
There are dangers in selling more than 
the buyers can pay for, or in consuming 
ourselves the excess above our wants 
which we fear to sell. The fabric of 
prices is so intricately woven that no: 
thread can be unraveled without spoiling 
the entire pattern. There can be no stop- 
page of production and profits without 
stoppage of wages and disturbance of se- 
curity markets, as well as goods markets. 
The front pages attest this beyond the _ 
escezpe of the man in the street. It is a 
question of bread-and butter to him, even 
though he may think that he has noth- 
ing to do with the foreign exchanges, ; 
and cares nothing for the outlandish cur- 
rencies which the newspapers persist in 
putting before his unwilling eyes. It ix 
2 serious mistake for him to make, and 
it would be well if it were made easier 
fér him to understand a matter-made un- 
necessarily puzzling, becauge no man or 
nation invented the methods, which just 


happened out of the adaptation of the 


methods of domestic to internationa! 
trade. It is rent that they are 2 
misfit, a Babel of foreign currency lan- 
guages, with only a few professional in- 
terprete: rs, the bankers. ‘ 

How niuch simpler it would be if there 
were a financial international Esperanto, 
or universal money of account, useful in 
either domestic or international book- 
keeping! That has been a dream of cur- 
fency reformers for a gen¢ration, and 
was the actual practice of ages so ldng 
ago that the mations which practiced it 
are dead, and the art has been forgotten. 
it may be revived now that the need is 
greater than ever before. In the common 
phrase, “money talks.” Unhappily, it 
talks. too many languages, and never so 
many as since the Treaty of Versailles.

Otsego County, Scene of the Leatherstocking Tales, Plans to Restoré Her Woodlands and 
So Eventually to Help Meet Taxes—Agricultural Tracts to 


MAKE the loafing acre work is 

the plan of Otsego County, New 

York, and that section promises to 
lead the nation in the practical ap- 
plication: of forestry as a community 
money-maker, by growing timber in 
township forests which will eventually 
do their share in paying taxes. 

The campaign to plant a township 
forest in each of the twenty-four town- 
ships of the county, at the outset to be of 
100 acres each, but so located that as 
years go on it will be possible to add to 
their extent as the county desires, con- 
templates-the project as a systematized 
whole. There have’ been isolated in- 


stances in this-country of plantations of . 
* forest on land owsied by #city, village, 


In the rough, the plans are to develop, 
in this county, a forest systém just as the 
great cities have their harmonized -park 
Each township is to have its forest, ‘and 
part of the project involves as well the 
development of a comprehensive highway 

There are twenty-four townships. 
Each will, as the plan develops, have -its 
own 100-acre forest, and these will be-the

units of the county forest system. As 
the trees planted in this way mature 
they will provide in the future an income 
which will mean-an actual cash return to 
serve. as an offset against taxation. 
European towns often pay the cost of 
operation of their government from their 
forests, having no taxes, but this requires 
a greater area of forest than is proposed 
for Otsego. ; 

The pian requires the purchase by each

township of 100 acres of waste land, the 
planting of trees, and waiting for them 
to grow into timber. That is easily 
stated, but the working out of the de- 
tailed plan is being done with the great- 
est of care by the Otsego ‘County en- 
thusiasts, with the assistance of experts 
from the New York State College of 
Forestry at Syracuse.

“I take exception to the refrain, ‘ Rid- 
ing, riding, ‘riding.’ It should be ‘ A-rid- 
ing, a-riding, a-riding.’” 

At that a soprano-voiced he-poet 
sprang up gallantly to argue about_it. 
He liked “ riding ” better, because of the 
“Wild barbaric simplicity of the thing,” 
and so did the nature poet, who protested, 
however, that the fiftir line in the second 
stanza was too realistic for abstract 
beauty. . Naturally that brought on a‘ de- 
bate about realism and romanticism,, 
which is a very passionate subject. And, 
while the debate waged hottest, the 
poetess in front of me: said to the poet 
beside ‘her, “Don’t you just adore the 
works of George Moore? Then they read 
some more poems, and, at 10 o’clock ev- 
erybody voted on which was the best 
lyric, and the “ Four Horsemen” won 
vut, although argued very 
warmly for “ Knit, knit, knit with care.”

Art at Home and Abroad

HE Pennsylvania Academy Ex- 
hibition this year is a case of 
not being able to see the wood for 
the trees. It contains any num- 

ber of good pictures that are- pleasant to 
look at, but no one can stand in the 
doorway of a gallery and get any im- 
pression of the whole. There really is 
no whole. The visitor is forced to take 
it patiently and piecemeal, which is just 
what should not be in the year’s showing 
of art. “E Pluribus Unum” is a motto 
for an exhibition as for a-nation, but 
in the one as in the other the unity 
should be the dominant. 

The picture occupying the plies of 
honor in famous Gallery F-is J. Alden 
Weir’s “ The Sisters,” lent by Mrs. Mar- 
shall Field, and here at least one finds 
that complete unity which is art. The 
integrity of the ‘painter’s vision never 
-was mere beautifully shown than in this 
group of -two ‘women in white dresses, 
one fair-haired, one dark-haired, © both 


slim and tall, with sensitive faces. Any 


such purpose is tobe an artist indeed, and 
to see one’s city as Mr. Hassam sees it 
is to do something toward making its 
history.

UNNING away from home to seek 

life and .adventure.and romance 

has not yet lost its charm for the 

country’ boy or girl. The boy 
usually manages to work out his salva- 
tion, even im the. face of loneliness and 
discouragement, or may, if he fail, return 
to his home not much the worse for his 
experience. The problem of the girl, how- 
ever, is vastly different. 

Hundreds of girls who are cared for 
at- Waverly House, for instance, tell 
stories greatly alike. Conditiens at home 
were unbearable for some reason;-the de- 
sire to see life as it was lived: in the 
large cities. was overpowering; the in- 
pulse to express-ambitions all toooften 
mistaken—these .are the things that 
bring these children, most of them only 
16 years old, to a: knowledge never _in- 
tended for them. 

Waverly House is now- conducting a 
campaign to increase its quarters and 
its opportunities for rehabilitating the 
lives of these girls. Miss Maude E. 
Miner, who has been interested inthe 
work for many yearS, declared the other 
day that not .a small part of the problem 
was the education of the foreign parents 
in the need of applying American meth- 
ods in the rearing of their children. 

“The parents of two-thirds of the girls 
who pass through Waverly House,” she 
said, “are foreigners; one-third of the 
girls are foreign born. These girls come 
to America, go to American — schools, 
they learn about American freedom. 
They. see the wholesome contact in 
which American girls and boys conduct 
their social life and they desire the 
same freedom in their lives. Their par- 
ents are aghast at such demands. There 
lies the tragedy of the situation’ The 
difference between the old generation 
and the new is made the more vital by 
a difference in’ tradition. An Italian 
father cannot understand «why his 
daughter should want to spend the eve- 
nings with her friends, among whom are 
bays of the village; he attaches. vicious 
motives to these meetings; invariably he 
demands that. they cease. Ina large 
number of- cases they do, for the reason 
that the girl, in a spirit. of independence, 
which. in other circumstances would be 
admirable,;-decides she can stand the Old 
World methods no longer} and mins away. 

“There are not a few of these cases 
among the girls who are in the house 
at the present time.. There is a sixteen- 
year-old girl there now, not too wise 
and not too pretty—an ordinary child, 
such- as you might find in any of- the 
schools of. the city. Wé found-her in 
the company in which, asa rule, we 
find these girls. She wasn ‘t happy. She

“This child, with another girl-of her 
own age, decided ‘to have one full day of 
play. The two of them went.off. They 
did the things that all children do: Pea- 
nuts, frankfurters, merry-go-rounds—all 
the things that make the glaring lights 
of the pleasure resort so attractive to 
the young. They had their day. The 
money took them to everything that they 
had ever read about or heard about or 
dreamed about. Then came the after- 
math. Not conscience, perhaps, so much 
as fear. Fear of the beatings and whip- 
pings that awaited them. The one who 
had been taken- on as eompany finally 
decided to‘face her family. -After all, she 
had not sinned so heinously. None of 
her money had been spent. The other 
child remained behind. She was finally 
picked up by somebody who was dis- 
posed to make light of her misery. _ In 
the face of this kindness and the promise 
of making up te her the loss that she 
had incurred to her family she stayed in- 


_ Coney Island. It was years later that 


she came to us, through one of the in- 
numerable channels that we have. of 
finding these girls. She was sent away 


to‘ Hillerest Farm to forget the horrors” 


through which she had lived: Today she 
is working in one of the factories in the 
city and is a standby for. the new girls 
who come straying into our place. 

“Their stories are all the same. There 
was one little girl I myself picked up in 
Sixth Avenue. I was riding down in the 
surface car and happened to look ont 
the. window.

There 
was little that she did not know about 
conditions in New York. I told her she 
could stay at Waverly. House if. she 
wanted to. She didn’t understand at 
first. When it finally dawned upon her 
that we expected nothing from her in re- 
turn, nothing but: her happiness, if that 
was possible, she broke down. ra 
’ “She had run away from -Philadel- 


phia, she said, to become a singer. She’ 


had. written a letter to the most popular 
of our American prima donnas and had 
asked her for help and advice. Receiy- 
ing no answer, she decided to-come to 
New York and find out for herself what 
she could do here. She came, met people 
at the station who told her they could 
help her, and eventually found herself 
leading the existence in which she had 
been discovered. 

“That happened several years ago. 
She stayed with us, went to our farm, 
and fairly let herself become saturated in 
the cleanness and wholesomeness of life 
which she was allowed to live for the 
first time since she had run away. The 
other day she came to visit me. She 
was a new woman; The bit of fiews she 
had come to bring me was that she 
had been married. To the everlasting 
credit of these girls be it said that they 
invariably tell the men they marry of 
their earlier experiences. 

“Of the 384 girls who were in Waver- 
ly House. during’ 1918-19, 156 were run- 
away girls. Some of these 156 children 
were fortunately brought in before they 
had come to any harm. In these cases 
every effort is made to bring the. gizl 
back to her parents, to bring the latter 
to a sense of appreciation of her needs, 
and to create a @pirit of understanding 
and harmony. If the elenients of the 
case are inimical to a happy reconcilia- 
tion, or if the home environment is un- 
wholesome, the girl is.tided over until 
she learns a trade and can support her- 
self with self-respect. 

“One of the most effective means of 
giving the girls a new outlook on life 
is the vacation at Hillcrest Farm. Some 
-of themstay. several weeks, others for 


away the old thought assomations by 
substituting mew ones. There is definite 
rejuvenating value in this. 

“ Owing to the increased expense, Hill- 
crest Farm has not. been kept open dur- 
ing the last two Winters, but it is hoped 
that eventually it will. be possible to do 
this, with the development of industrial 
and academic training during the Winter 
months. 

“One of the most worthwhile organi- 
zations growing out of the help given to 
the girls who stay at Waverly House is 
the Girls’ Service League. .Its members 
consist of girls who have been tided over 
the difficult period of their lives and 
young women who are interested in this 
‘ girls for girls’ movement. This organi- 


‘zation maintains two clubs, one on East 


Nineteenth Street and the other on Ha:t 
Sixty-third Street. 

“ Not the least important work among 
these young women ‘is educating them 
in the: value of bringing an end to this 
traffic by appearing as witnesses against 
the men who have made capital of them. 
Recently one of the children appeared as 
a witness in a case against one of them. 
He was conyicted for ten years. When 
he left the courtroom ‘this white-faced 
little thing, who had suffered indescriba- 
bly at his hands, whispered to one of the 
women” with her, ‘I’m glad they’ve done 
that to him, but I want to be miles away z 
from here when %é gets out.’ The fear 
of what will be done to them has made a 
fearful blot on the brains of these girls, 
most of whom are mere children: 

“The Girls’ Protective League is also 
interested in this work. Its members 
reach out into the factories and offices, 
railroad stations and dancing halls, and 
keep their eyes open for any cases where 
their help might be needed. More and 
more, as time goes on, people are a' 
ing to an appreciation that they can no 
longer shut their eyes to the existence 
of these things, and, what is more, that 
the safety of their own children may be 
involved in indifference to it.’ Surely, a 
spirit of adventure and ambition and 
initiative is not always to be decried. If 
this spirit leads to misery and unhappi- 
ness, the least we can do is to help make 
life easier for its victims.”

ACK of the Moorish towers and 
Turkish minarets that pierce the 
skyline’ of the old town, Monte- 
ideo has builded a temple. The pict- 
uresque and colorful capital of Uru- 
guay; South America, has done many 
other things worth while, but in the opin- 
ion of most foreigners with time and 


* money te spend this temple of chance is 


its erowning achievement. /With its At- 
lantic City front and Monte Carlo ¢x- 
posure, the structure has an attraction 
all its own. Locally it is known as thé 


_ Parque Hotel and Casino. 


Both hotel and casino are owned and 
operated by the municipality, and the 
Prince of Monaco has nothing on the 
Intendente of Montevideo when it comes 
to conducting a gambling house as a na- 
tional institution. Indeed, the Prince 
might learn something from a careful 
study of the methods of his New World 
rival. 

The Casino proper is a- handsome ex~ 
ample of architectuire, possessing many 


of the attractive features .of Garnier’s 


masterpiece at Monte Carlo. - The facade 
faces the open sea. At its left is a ter- 
race overlooking the Parque Urbano, 
Montevideo’s most beautiful playground, 
with wonderful gardens and many exotic 
plants. The Casino’s Salon de Conver- 
sation is elegantly furnished and adorned 
with more or less celebrated paintings. 
One of*those funny little things the 
Britisher calls an “ American bar” has 
its place. The gaming rooms are even 
more spacious than those conducted by 
his Highness of the House of Grimaldi, 
and there is plenty of action all the while. 


* Roulette is the overwhelming favorite of 


the games of chance, but there-are oth- 
ers. The minimum wager is dos pesos, 
about $2.34 in our money. Individual 
profits or losses-of $10,000 in an eve- 
ning’s play are not uncommon, but the 
authorities are discriminating in their 
control of the play. One is seldom per- 
mitted to venture heavily unless’ it is 
known that he can well afford to. Stuf- 
fing the pockets of. suicides with bank 
notes is not practiced as it is at Monte 
Carlo, because there has been no known 
ease of suicide in connection with this 
Casino. 

The amount one might win runs suffi- 
ciently high to enlist and hold the in- 
terest. of those who play for high stakes 
anywhere Around the green tables 
there can be seen most any night distin- 
quidos from ‘the four quarters of the 
globe. North Americans are occasional 
and Argentinos are numerous. ‘Between 
the Argentine and the Uruguayan capi- 
tals there ply nighfly two of the largest 
and highest types of river craft afloat. 
The Ciudad de Montevideo and the Ciu- 
dad de Buenos Aires these floating pal- 
aces are called, and for comfort and lux- 
ury there is nothing on the Hudson, the 


Rhine, or the Nile to excel them. 


Buenos Aires is only about eighty 
miles acrosS“the Rio de la Plata, but it 
must yield much to its Uruguay rival-in 





* 
luxury is atoned for by their spotless 
cleanliness. Its kitchen has made~ the 
Parque famous for the quality and va- 
riety of its food. 

The Parque does not make money—not 
often. It is there for the entertainment 
and convenience of a considerable quota 
of the Casino’s desirable habitués, so that 
a part of the profits. of that institution 
are assigned to meet the hotel’s deficits. 

Taxation has not been abolished in 


Montevidep. as it has in Monaco. The . 


city has a population of nearly half a 
million as against about 15,000 in the 
diminutive Mediterranean principality. 
But the enormous earnings of the Casino _ 
are almost entirely devoted to the public ~ 
welfare. Streets are paved, parks are 
beautified, hospitals are endéwed and 
charities are sustained by the profits of 
this government gambling institution. 
Its existence therefore has never become 
an issue in the fieree political battles 
between the Blancos and the Colorados, 
as the two most powerful partisan fac- 
tions are designated.. No candidate is of 
record as having sought: folitical prefer- 
ment by attacking it. - 

The“tace course st Mellivides is 
neither so elaborate nor so popular as 
the one at Buenos Aires, but followers 
of the “sport of kings” are numerous 
enough. Under the ~Government-con- 
trolled pari-mutuel system the blue sky 
is the limit in the matter of playing one’s 
favorites and many a millionaire is a 
heavy contributor to the nation’s char- 
ities, 

Uruguay is a pastoral country and ag- 
riculture and stock-raising are its pre- 
dominating. industries. The breeding of 
thoroughbreds is a business rather than 
a fad. Consequently, high-class racing 
is the rule, not only on the Montevideo 
track but throughout the rural circuits 
as well. Incidentally, the Uruguay army 
is splendidly mounted and the lerdly 
carriage, with its high-stepping ‘span,

ment. It tries the experiment itself, and 
if the innovation proves to be good it is 
retained, otherwise it is soon rejected. 
When Uruguay erects a public building 
it is solid, substantial, fine in architec- 
ture and eminently suited to the purpose 
for which it was intended. The Uru- 
guayan peso is worth more than -the 
American gold dollar. Uruguayan bonds 
are in demand in the money centres of 
the world. Uruguay’s credit is high, 
for her integrity is like her currency— 
it does not fluctuate. 

The great war brought into view 
many practicai reasons for a closer inter- 
American understanding. As long as the 
~ United States remained neutral, no other 
American State could have incurred the 
risk of entering the war. Uruguay lost 
no time, howeyer, in following our éx, 
ample. After ‘first severing, relations 
with Germany and then rescinding her 
declaration of neutrality, she put the 
Central Powers and others on notice by 
decreeing that “No American State, if 
engaged in a war against a European 
State in defense of its rights, shall be 


* treated as a belligerent by Uruguay.” 


Whole-heartedly she threw her moral and 
physical strength to the support of the 
United States. By act of her Congress 
the Fourth of July was marte a national 
veo ¢ 

The Republica Oriental del Uruguay 
on the mag looks hardly bigger than.a 
minute. But it is peopled by the de- 
scendants of fighters as intrepid as ever 
rebelled against oppression or rallied to 
the slogan of liberty. The old spirit of 
independence is_stil] there as well as an 
inherent hatred of despotism. Commer- 
cially and educationally, Uruguay has at- 
tracted much attention in récent years, 
her achievements in those directigns hav- 
ing brought forth the outspoken admira- 
tion of mgny of the older civilizations. 
However, constlar reports, guidebooks 
and gazetteers go into those matters far 
more thoroughly than it is proposed to 
do here. <As a land of sunshine and hap- 
piness, of true hospitality and freedom 
from bigotry, Uruguay offers asylum to 
the refugee from the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment no less alluring than are its oppor- 
tunities to the business baron bent upon 
commercial conquest. 

Montevideo is a picture place, rich in 
reminiscences, but at the same time bust- 
ling with life and aetion of modern prog- 
ress. Its inhabitants number nearly half 
a million, whose industry is at once ap- 
parent—and commands immediate re- 
“ spect—but whose chief attraction is their 
unusual talent for the enjoyment.of life.

work. It must discover latent siility 
and release creative energy ich’ has 
lacked opportunity for expression.-Hence 
universal training must result in an in- 
ventory and a. classification of man 
power, guiding, as far as is possible, the 
“ pound ‘pegs into the reund holes. 
-.. Besides guaranteeing the achievement 
of these objectives, the traditions of the 
country demand that the organization be 
“so planned as not to destroy local initia- 
tive or interfere with local control of 
education. In spite of the fact that the 
present tendency in school organization 
isto centralize control over large areas, 
there is evidently a limit beyond which 
it is unwise to go. This limit is at pres- 
ent the boundaries of the States. Clearly 
when the control of expenditures of pub- 
lie money. for education is too remote 
from control by the votes of the tax- 
payers, local interest and initiative tends 
to wane and the system is apt to be- 
come inefficient 
A reasonable realization of ‘these es- 
“sential requirements of universal train- 
ing may be secured only by~a well-co- 
ordinated co-operation of ali training 
agencies. Hence, the present system of 
local control of schools. by local Boards 
of Education; the members of which out- 
number the teachers and are elected-for 
many reasons other than expert knowl- 
edge of education, has proved to be a 
slow and painful process. Tradition and 
the fear of educational estraciam ef- 
fectively block experiment and progress: 
Inspiration and impelling incentives 
alune can break the blockade, liberate 
the: creative energies of the people, and 
guide ‘them in this training for national 
strength. Cash may liberate but it can 
never icad creative energy. ‘ 

The practical solution of this problem 
is by no means impossible. & Federal 
requirement of six months’ training for 
national service, intelligently admin- 
istered by a competent board that com- 
‘prehends the essential conditions enumer-_ 
ated. above, would supply. the stimulus 
needed for rapid progress. It was the

S readers of ‘‘ Men in ae *"? will sur- 
*mise, this new book by Andreas 
Latzko, the Austrian Army officer, 

is very powerfully written—and very 
horrible. Like the book of short sketches 
that made Latzko’s name famous among 


us, « “ The Judgment of. Peace ’’ ts an ar-~ 


raigiiment ‘ef war. And although the vres- 
ent work is a novel, and follows the strug- 
, gles of-oné central character to his final 
defeat, the book is like its predecessor in 
presenting: } varied types of men—that is to 
say, varied kinds of suffering—in war. 
It “is not, however, an arraignment of 
war alone. Though it concentrates to a 
great extent on the matéria¥ pleas of paci- 


fism—the horror of men’s physical suffer-. | 


ing and death, the outcry against war as 
simply so much murder—and denies the 
existence of an ideal behind the fighting, 
it attacks as bitterly the competitions and 
ruthless cruelties of peace. The thing it 
cries out against is in men’s hearts, not 
in the mere fact of fighting. _*‘ The Judg- 
mient of Peace”’ is a of hate—hate 
fot for ‘‘ enemy ’’/countzles, but for self- 
ish rulers and militarists everywhere. So 
far, so good—but the author goes too 

his condemnation ruthless militarism, of 
gelfigh uncontrolled power, Is good -and 
true; his apparent assumption that all rul- 
ers, all Governments, all) holders of power 
everywhere, are thus actuated by utter 

hness, is neither. 

“There are parts of ‘‘ The Judgment Af 
Peace ’’ that are very fine—end always the 
book is brilliant and well written. But, 
artistically and humanly, the author over- 
shoots the mark. Artistically, his arraign- 
ment ioses force, naturally, by being so 
extreme and intolerant. Humanly, he is 
himself guilty of the prejudice, the bitter 
and unthinking generalization that in 
others he s0 passionately condemns. 

Moreover, while. the ‘author-inveighs so 
feelingly against * international rivalries 
and hatreds, he appearg to be unable quite 
te surmount them himself. True, he is 
scornful of German sentimentality, and he 
bitterly attacks German. militarism,. espe- 


cially among the nation’s-intellectual lead-- 


ers. He is quick to condemn the German 
people for their readiness to follow their 
rifers, for their militaristic vanity and 
chauvinism, But where is even a 


hinted comparison of peoplés—not Gov-.

And one is left, at the end of this ab- 
sorbing, brilliant, thoughtful and Passion- 
ate bookp with the sense that afterall the 
author has not got us very far on the road 
toward the brotherhood: of man. There 
are noble characters in ‘‘ The Judgment 
of Peace,’’ and all the character-study is 
vivid, careful and interesting. There are 
challenging details of thought. But, even

HILOSOPHY and fable, irony and 
beauty, a satire on modern conditions 
and. on certainphases of human 

nature which are older than the oldest 
mummy ever brought qt of Egypt and as 
young as the most newly born of infants, 
make Mr. Phillpotts’s new book, ‘‘ Evan- 
der,” at once a joy to read and something 
of a perplexity to describe. The scene is 
laid in Italy during those long-ago days 
when ‘* majestical Pan ” might still be met 
with at twilight upon the upland roads, 
when the oreads had not yet deserted their 
groves, nor the naiads their springs. Yet

MEN AND” WOMEN, LIFE AND. LITERATURE 
AS MRS. GEROULD SEES THEM

HEN we call thg roll of the glori- 
ous company of writers of our 
‘language who have enriched our 
literature with a constant suc-_ 
cession of delightful essays—Bacon, first of 
all, Steele and Addison, Goldsmith and 
Washington Irving, Lamb, Hazlitt and 
Macaulay, Emerson*and Thoreau, Lowell 
and Holmes, Stevenson and Lang, to men- 
tion only those no fonger living—we are 
moved “to wonder why it is that we do not 
find on the list the name of any woman, 
The essay is in its e discursive and 
self-revelatory; # is the expression of 
personal, opinion and even. of individual 
whim, and it“permits the author to cele- 
brate himself discreetly and. demurely. 
How is it, then, that women have not yet 
won their spurs in this enticing field? 
Whatever the reason may be—and this is 
not the place nor is it the time to push the 
inquiry further—the fact remains. Our 
literature; Wealthier than anyother in all 
the varied forms of the essay, has been 
embellished by very few women essayists, 
and by none of the first rank: ‘Therefore 
is the entry of an American woman into 
the’ lists all the mote welcome; and. this 
volume of Mrs. Gerould’s, with its dozen of. 
papers on a heterogeny of théines, ought 
to find a host of eager readers. She dis-> 
cusses ‘‘ Dress “and the Woman’’ and 
“Fashions in-Men*’; she ranges from the 
** Newest — Se 'p the . ‘‘ Boundaries 
of Truth ’’; she analyzes ** Miss Alcott's 
New Engiand,’* and the ” Remarkable 
Rightness of Rudyard Kipling,”’ and ste 
says many a true word, for which not a 
few of us have been waiting, about ** Brit- 
ish Novelists, Ltd.’". The book is as charm- 
ing a8 it is clever, as ‘wise as-it is-witty. _ 
For the writing of the essay, Mrs. 
Gerould seems to be amply ‘equipped. She 
not..onty. clever and witty; she is also 
feminine and womanly.” She observes 
persons, she sees things, and she grapples 
with ideas in-a manner which.is never 
or mantitish. She writes always

This is the fault of neither Benavente nor 
his translator, Mr. Underhill.

Benayente is Spain of today—more so, I 
‘belieye, than any other Spaniard that I 
have read. He has been an acter and has 
studied his technique as Shakespeare, 
Moliére and Ibsen studied technique—with 
the scene shifters, the carpet rollers and 
the directors. There is an illustration in 
the book by Arturo Ballester of Benavente 
as Don Juan Tenorio. Tt is as Spanish as 
@ picador. 

Benavente reveals his gharacters by mak- 
ing them paradoxical. All of his creations 
are surprises to themselves. In his come- 
dies and his tragedies his men and women 
wear masks woven of the conventions, 
Customs, and the thousand thousand Thou- 
shalt-nots of society, which is the: comedy 
of old Mother Nature. We.all conceive 
“ourselves as we are ‘net, as Jules de Gaul- 
tier said. -It is a universal law. Benavente 
has used this law-as supreme dramatic 
motive. ‘‘ The idea is unmasked by veiling 
it,’’ as Mr. Underhill says in his intréduc- 
tion. If you want to know the soul study, 
its masks. s , 

In the one-act farce ‘‘ No Smoking,’ 
the Spanish playwright stripg to the mar- 
row the vulgarity of'a ‘lady’ by having 
her expound toa‘ gentleman ”’ in a rail- 
way carriage the vulgarity of the people 
she had met on the train. We are, gen- 
érally speaking, the thing we hate. 

“* Princess Bébé ”’ is the story of a young 
woman who is trying to find something 
real in the mass of artificialities which 
surround her, She passes through the court 
of Suavia, the theatrical world, the paste- 
board paradises of the demi-mondaine, and 
the eternal stupidities of Bohemia. The 
end of the quest of Princess Helena is dis- 
flusion. ‘‘ The dead body of something 
must always be chained at our heels,’’ She 
is her masks.

It 4s a brilliant 
eomedy of: Life itself. 

‘“'The Governor’s Wife '* is mordantly 
fronical.

~4n his peculiar field of research, and, as

There is another explanation for the 
beginnings of prosperity in the State 
of: Georgia as a'.whole, when she took 
the first step toward “erop divérsifica- 
tion on a big scale about a generation 
ago.

The. one thing. of 
value that has come to Georgia from 
the sacrifice of her forests and the 
fortner ~aste of “her turpentine is in 
the railroads that have developéd: from 
the little single track lines that, the 
foreign owners constructed through 
the woods to ‘bring out the tiqber: : 

There’s at least-one other thing: that 
should be mentionéd ‘among the .ex- 
ceptions to the general rute of <un- 
progressiveness which prevailed in the 
South before the. European: war. Ih 
1881 Henry W. Grady” organized the 
first Cotton ‘Exposition. at Atlanta ‘to 
show the world what cotton growing 
was. “At that time cotton. seed was 
looked ‘upon by’ the- gtowers generally 
as a worthless part of their product. 
There’ were few if any seed crushers 
and nobody had discovered the uses of 
the oil. or the value of” the. seed for 
mock feeding. « re 


a Million-Dollar Seed. 


Edward Atkmson of - Boston,. who 
made the opening address.‘at the At- 
lanta Exposition, said this: .* If. New 
England had -a* plant tiiat. produced 
nothing: but your cotton seed, regard- 
less. of the lint, she would convert its 
product into incalculable wealth."’ | 

How miuch credit is due. Atkinson 
for what followed is not specified, but 
today. the seed'is worth to the grower 
half as.much‘as the lint. There is a 
érushing 1 within: reach of every 
cotton grower in the. South. Cotton 
seed oil has -driven lard out of the 
market, ~ and the thing which was 
worthless in: 1881 now brings millions 
of dollars eyery year to the planters.

Now,. it fe certain that if it ‘shall be 
possible to. follow the lines of the text 
end to appreciate the point. of many 
phrases—not all,. for that cannot be 
pected—these listenérs will*find their 
understanding and aporenintion of -it 
all much enhanced. 

Those who discuss the’ ppeliion of 


or most of the translations, tyrned 
yout as backwork, often representing 
inadequately librettos that themselves 
are deplorable foolishness, When they 
have not been deplorable’ foolishness, 
there. has been dne or another obsta- 
cle to_the achievement of satisfactory 
English translations. 

The methods of many modern opera 
composers are. enough to give pause 
to. idealists aspiring for ‘English’ per- 
formances, There‘are many things put 
into- modern operas that, when turned 
into . English, strike the English- 
speaking listener as hopelessly incon- 
gruous and alien to,musical art. This 
may be so when the original text ts 
depressingly prosaic, and yet is lis- 
tened to with equanimity. It seems 
to be true that such. things-in an 
Italian librette, for instance, impress 
an Italian listener, or one,to whom 
Italian is intimately familiar, differ- 
ently from the same things in English. 

There ‘is perhaps @ fault here in our 
training, in our long-accustomed at- 
titude toward operas as something 
searcely expected to be intelligible to 
the ordinary listener—as something 
that pro y gains in value and in- 
terest by the yery fact that it {s un- | 
intelligible; as something in which the | 
intelligenee and the understanding re- 
sign: their functions in favor of the 
sensuous enjoyment.of the ear and the 
eye. | But there is no reason why such 
an attitude should exist. 

Fortunately it seems that there is’ a 
change now in process of occurring, 
though it is possible that it may take 
time yet for the opera-going public to 
accustom its ears to the singing. of 
even the most uplifted sentiments of 
th@ lyric drama in English. There 
is much still to be done by the trans- 
lators and. by the writers of original 
librettos in English... For the literary |, 
"hackwork that has been. deemed good 
enough for operatic librettos must be 
substituted a finer literary taste ani 
skill, coupled’ with an understanding 
of. the right relation of the word to 
the m phrase and a nice ear for 
musical declamation. 

Of .** Cleopatra's Night,”’~. by Mr. 
Hadléy, a performance is given at the 
Metropolitan in which perhaps more 
of ‘the text is made intelligible than 
has enorme been the case hereto- 
fore.in any English opera. And yet 
the libretto, ,drawn from an_ original 
ef great literary distinction, lacks dis- 
tinction ‘itself. ror ,:*% ‘Rip Van 
Winkle,”’ by the. late ‘Réginala de 
Koyen, heard the other day at the 
Lexington Theatre, Mr. Mackaye has 
provided a libretto’ that » disappoirtts 
some of his admirers and that does not 

seem worthy of the distinguished name 
he hds made as poet and dramatist. 
Here far too little was intelligible, and 
what was so largely came with an ac- 
cent from foreign singers. 

The cause of ‘‘ opera in: English,” 
which. < has beén so © passionately 
preached and so ardently “afivocated 
for years, has made in fio single sea- 
son - before the progress; that it will 
have made in‘this,season. To this the 
performance of ‘* Parsifal’’ in. Eng- 
lish may have contributed materially. 
It will. be jnteresting to observe how 
fast and how far:the cause’ will move,

At least this is the firm belief. of the 
engineers in charge of the work, who 
differ only as to the cKaracter. of the 
changes which the tunnel. will. bring. 
On the New York side. the neighborhood 
to’the south of Canal Street is mainly 
‘devoted to. important business enter- 
prises, such as warehouses and build- 
ings used by manufacturers. ‘There are 
also many: unimportant dwellings. 

North ef Canal Street the territory is 
occupied by old structures, many of 
them ‘used’ as homes, and by compara- 
tively small business structures. . The 
entire area for a mile north of Canal 
Street is so still and quiet as to make ‘a 
striking contrast. with other sections of 
Manhattan. 

One of the men employed in laying 
out the tunnel said: ‘‘ There has been 
some complaint by. owners of property 
in thé section affected on this side of 
the Hudson that the area between the 
river and the ‘point where the tunnel 
will é€merge at grade will be seriously 
damaged, because there will be no move- 
mept or life there. 

“This is. a mistaken idea. The fact 
is that the area is about as‘dead now 
as -it' can be and show any signs. of 
life. I: believe that the tunnel will in- 
ject new life into ‘the entire section af- 
fected by it, that the space along the 
‘river will be devoted to many important 
business enterprises, that part of the

I mean not only places for people to 
sleep -and eat, but places where they 


are in short supply, and this scarcity 
is increasing. 

Enough ‘has been said and written in 
the past two years as to many of the 
causes of this shortage so far as the 
supply and costs of labor and material 
are concerned. 

The situation in these respects has 
cleared: to some extent—not by any 
means ‘enough nor as satisfactorily as 
we could wish, but there is material to 
be obtained and labor to be had, but at 
increasingly high prices.. But we must 
have buildings even if they do cost 
more than has ever been ‘known, and 
wé must pay higher rents than’ were 
ever dreamed of, for we must be pro- 
tected from the elements when we sleep 
and work, and we must and will adjust 
ourselves to the changed conditions and 
make Ye best of it: 

But the most serious shortage in the 
entire situation is the shortage of money; 
for mortgage loans to finance . building 
operations. There is plénty of money 
tn. the country, but it has been taxed 
out of the mortgage market into ‘other 
channels, where the chances of profit are 
greater or the income ‘taxes less, or 
where securities are tax exempt. 

Money for mortgages has heretofore 
come -very largely from individuals and 


this very safé and sure form of invest- 
ment to other securities of fluctuative 
values. 

Very many conservative men of large 
means formerly directed their executors 
to invest the funds of their estates in 
bonds and mortgages. I doubt if this 
practice will be continued so long as the 
income taxes on large incomes remain 
as high as now. 

When a gross interest rate of 6 per 
cent. is reduced by income taxes to a 
net ‘of 2 to 3 per cent. the nontaxable 
municipal or State or county or school 
or, even road bonds paying 414 to 5 per 
cent. net are naturally preferred. 

This has resulted in the entire remova? 
from the real estate mortgage market 
of untold millions of money, and this 
process will continue unless the income 
tax laws are so modified: that investors 
will feel justified in again putting their 
funds into mortgages. 

They surely cannot bé expected to 

leave their money in highly taxed mort- 
gages or make new investments of this 
kind when they are many other per- 
fectly safe securities which will pay 
twice as much because of tax exemp- 
tion. 
. How can this situation. be improved? 
And. what will bring these vanishing 
funds back into real estate“louns? Man- 
festly by relieving this best of all in- 
vestments from. income taxes for a 
period of years long enough to enable 
us to build what we must have and what 
we cannot get without this relief. There 
have: been introduced. in Congress and 
the State Legislature several bills’ the 
Ptirpose.‘ of :which:.4s\ :to relieve income 
derived from mortgages. 

We must say to Congress that there 
is vastly more need for tax exemption 
on city mortgages for housing of the 
urban population than there is for ex- 
emption of farm loan bonds. 

City dwellers have done their - full 
share in helping to win the war, by 
service inthe ranks and. at home; ‘by 


subscriptions to Liberty bonds.and War 
Savings Stamps, frequently to the point 
of embarrassment. 

And these things have all been done 
freely and. cheerfully. 

Many of these people are now obliged 
to sell their bonds to méet the increased 
cost of living and great increase in 
rent. 
should remember this, and do what they 


enacting legislation that will make mort- 

gage money money more plentiful and 
thereby greatly aid in increasing hous- 
ing space. \
